The  Town's  annual  business  meeting  will  follow  at  7:30  PM. 

To  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

ARTICLE  1 .    To  choose  all  necessary  officers  for  the  ensuing  year.  (Ballot  Vote) 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  or  disapprove  proposed  amendments  Articles  No. 
2  through  No.  18  to  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as  presented  by  the  Planning  Board  on 
the  official  ballot.  (Ballot  Vote) 

ARTICLE  2.    Are  you  in  favor  of  adoption  of  amendment  No.  1  as  proposed  by  the  Planning 

Board  for  the  Easton  Zoning  Ordinance? 

To  create  a  new  district  called  the  WETLANDS  CONSERVATION  DISTRICT 
to  include  poorly  and  very-poorly  drained  soils  as  identified  on  the  S.C.S.  Easton 
Soil  Survey.  The  proposal  lists  limited  permitted  and  special  exception  uses. 
Additional  provisions  include  a  procedure  for  correcting  wetlands  classification, 
a  limit  on  the  amount  of  wetland  area  that  can  be  used  to  fulfill  the  minimum 
lot  size,  and  a  setback  for  septic  tanks  and  leach  fields.

ARTICLE  3.    Are  you  in  favor  of  adoption  of  amendment  No.  2  as  proposed  by  the  Planning

hazardous  wastes  and  materials.  Among  other  provisions  are  standards  for 
agriculture,  forestry,  and  sand  and  gravel  excavation  (a  special  exception)  which 
are  designed  to  protect  ground  water  quality.

in  land  or  money  for  the  purposes  of  contributing  to  the  local  match  portion  required  for 
acquiring  conservation  land  or  interest  in  land  and  other  costs  therewith  for  permanent 
conservation  use  under  the  LCIP  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for  and  accept 
the  State  matching  funds  under  the  NH  LCIP  for  the  purpose  of  acquisition  of  the  fee  or 
lesser  interest  in  conservation  land. 


ARTICLE  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Town's  representatives  to  the 
General  Court  to  respond  to  our  solid  waste  crisis  by  taking  all  necessary  measures  to  insure 
that  New  Hampshire  adopt  legislation  that  will  permit  consumers  to  return  for  refund  of 
deposit  within  New  Hampshire  all  soda,  beer,  wine  cooler  and  liquor  containers  and  that 
all  unclaimed  deposit  monies  shall  be  collected  by  the  State  and  no  less  than  80%  shall  be 
returned  annually  to  local  municipalities  for  the  sole  purpose  of  implementing,  expanding 
and  reimbursing  community  recycling  projects.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Easton's  town-wide  reappraisal  of  properties  was  completed  in  1988,  subject  to  any  final 
appeals  adjustments.  We  feel  that  the  appraisals  were  carefulh^  prepared  and  that  most 
of  the  inequities  that  developed  since  the  last  town-wide  reappraisal  made  in  1970  have 
been  corrected.  An  interim  accounting  adjustment  in  properties  made  in  1980  to  bring  the 
equalization  rate  up  to  100%  did  not  correct  disproportionate  land  values  in  relation  to  buildings 
values  or  any  of  the  other  inconsistencies  that  existed  at  that  time. 

Total  assessed  valuation  in  Easton  moved  up  from  $7,954,958  in  1987  to  $25,155,344  in 
1988.  This  was  more  than  a  three-foid  increase.  At  the  same  time  the  tax  rate  dropped 
from  $18.40  to  $5.81  which  was  about  one  third  of  the  1987  rate.  The  effects  of  the  increased 
valuation  and  the  decreased  tax  rate  were  off-setting  so  that  total  taxes  assessed  in  Easton 
did  not  change  significantly  as  a  result  of  the  reappraisal. 

Easton's  portion  of  the  Tri-Town  base  map/dispatch  map  contract  with  Cartographic 
Associates  has  also  been  completed.  The  map  locates  all  buildings  in  town  and  each  home 
has  been  assigned  a  house/street  number.  Final  implementation  of  the  new  dwelling 
numbering  system  will  require  that  all  roads  be  identified  with  a  sign  and  that  all  homeowners 
visably  display  the  dwelling  number.  These  numbers  will  be  used  by  the  dispatch  center 
serving  Easton,  Franconia  and  Sugar  Hill  to  give  quicker  and  more  accurate  locations  of 
buildings  to  fire,  police  and  rescue  departments. 

The  town  is  also  participating  in  one  of  the  first  Geographic  Information  System  (GIS) 
projects  in  the  state.  Cartographic  Associates  will  be  integrating  our  graphic  data  base  (maps) 
with  our  textual  data  base  (map  index,  blotter  book,  etc.)  into  one  system.  Ongoing  maintenance 
costs  or  additions  to  the  system  will  be  billed  but  the  initial  project  will  be  done  at  no  cost 
to  the  town. 

The  limited  manpower  in  Easton,  especially  during  daytime  hours,  continues  to  be  the 
greatest  roadblock  for  creating  an  Easton  Fire  Department.  This  situation  has  improved 
somewhat  in  the  last  two  years  but  it  still  appears  that  our  most  prudent  course  is  to  continue 
with  outside  services.  We  feel  that  we  should  continue  to  maintain  the  Fire  Department 
Reserve  Fund  to  be  used  when  feasible  to  start  our  own  department  or  to  cover  extraordinary 
fire  related  costs. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  town  officers,  the  women  of  the  Kinsman  Valley  Club  and  all  others 
who  participated  in,  or  made  contributions  to  town  affairs  during  the  year.

1988  was  a  quiet  year  for  fire  calls  in  Eastx)n.  We  had  only  three  fires;  consisting  of  two 
car  fires  and  one  trees  on  power  lines  fire. 

Chimney  fires  are  down.  I  believe  this  is  due  in  part  to  lower  costs  of  fuel  and  therefore 
lesser  use  of  wood  stoves.  But  we  mustn't  let  our  guard  down  for  good  maintenance  of  stoves. 
Oil  furnaces  also  need  proper  maintenance  for  fire  safety;  cleaning,  tune-ups  and  proper 
safety  switches. 

Fire  safety  in  the  home  is  a  continuous  commitment  that  must  always  be  done;  clean 
chimneys,  maintain  proper  clearance  to  combustables,  fire  extinguishers,  smoke  alarms,  good 
wiring  and  proper  fuses  to  mention  a  few. 

Both  oil  and  wood  stoves  must  be  inspected  prior  to  start  up  of  a  new  installation.  Please 
call  me  for  an  inspection  and/or  questions  you  might  have.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1987  and  June  1988,  we  experienced  more  fires  than  normal.  The  three 
leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children,  fires  kindled  without  written  permission 
of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  debris  burning.  All  causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with 
your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention.  Contact 
your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility  of  State  Forestry 
officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations;  however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest  law  may  be  violated, 
call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Concord  Forest  Protection  Headquarters  at  (603)  271-2217, 
or  local  Forest  Ranger. 

On  January  1,  1989,  the  Deceptive  Forestry  Business  Practices  Law  (RSA  224:54)  goes 
into  effect.  This  law,  in  summary,  states  that  a  person  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  if,  in 
the  course  of  buying  or  selling  a  forest  product,  uses  a  false  weight  or  measure  for  falsely 
determining  any  quality  or  quantity  of  a  forest  product.  For  more  information,  contact  one 
of  the  persons  mentioned  above.

SUMMER: 

The  summer  program,  under  the  direction  of  Karen  Smith,  had  a  very  successful  season. 
Jeannie  Serino  returned  as  the  swimming  instructor  and  helped  90  children  improve  their 
aquatic  skills.  Jennifer  Larabee  and  Karen,  with  the  aid  of  Jennifer  Peters,  brought  many 
new  activities  to  the  program,  so  the  enrollment  increased  as  the  season  progressed.  The 
Sugar  Loafs,  Zealand  and  other  peaks  were  scaled,  Ruggles  Mine  was  explored,  the  Bike 
Path  was  mastered,  and  rafts  were  afloat  on  the  lower  falls  of  the  Ammonoosuc  River.  The 
season  ended  with  a  trip  to  the  Whale's  Tale,  the  Granby  Zoo,  and  a  successful  presentation 
of  "Fairy  Island",  written  and  performed  by  the  children. 
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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

The  Planning  Board  has  had  a  varied  year.  We  have  continued  on  with  work  on  the  master 
plan,  visited  a  few  subdivision  sites  as  well  as  a  gravel  pit,  upgraded  our  subdivision  regulations 
and  prepared  driveway  regulations,  debated  the  merits  of  a  growth  management  ordinance, 
and  possible  prepared  amendments  to  the  Zoning  Ordinances. 

We  find  through  necessity,  logic  or  the  press  of  time,  that  planning  and  regulation  often 
go  hand-in-hand.  Our  natural  resources,  land  uses  and  community  goals  prepared  for  the 
master  plan  have  been  the  starting  point  of  several  of  the  proposed  zoning  amendments. 
Reviewing  landowner's  plans  for  subdivision  and  building  on-site  gives  us  better  insights 
into  the  larger,  potential  impacts  on  abutting  properties  and  the  Town  as  a  whole. 

The  major  highlights  of  the  changes  in  the  Subdivision  Regulations  include  the  requirement 
of  high-intensity  soil  survey  maps  to  permit  better  subdivision  design  and  review,  the  ability 
for  the  Board  to  require  a  detailed  sediment  and  erosion  control  plan  for  major  subdivisions, 
more  flexibility  in  the  review  and  approval  process,  and  a  requirement  that  financial 
guarantees  be  provided  by  subdividers  for  any  roads  and  other  facilities  needed  by  a 
subdivision.  This  past  year,  the  Board  approved  two  two-lot  subdivisions. 

The  Board  holds  its  regular  meetings  on  the  first  Thursday  of  every  month,  and  often 
has  work  sessions.  We  welcome  your  visits  should  you  have  thoughts,  concerns  or  questions.

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NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL  ANNUAL  REPORT 

North  Country  Council  observed  its  sixteenth  year  of  successful  operation  in  1988.  The 
Council,  chartered  under  NH  RSA  36:45,  provides  non-profit  local  and  regional  planning 
assistance  to  member  municipalities.  The  Board  of  Directors  determined  that  last  year's 
work  program  would  focus  on  community  planning,  economic  development,  solid  waste, 
transportation  and  housing.  The  Council  maintains  four  standing  committees  which  monitor 
local  issues  and  determine  Council  policy.  Overall,  the  Council's  major  objective  is  to  work 
with  North  Country  towns  in  solving  local  and  regional  problems. 

In  Easton,  the  Council  continued  to  provide  technical  assistance  to  the  Planning  Board 
and  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  on  such  matters  as  capital  improvements  programming, 
master  planning  and  zoning.  Specifically,  an  open  space  zoning  amendment  was  proposed 
and  information  concerning  the  establishment  of  a  municipal  fire  department  was  provided 
and  a  well-attended  meeting  was  coordinated  by  the  Council  concerning  the  Land  Conservation 
and  Investment  Program.  Additionally,  the  Council  administered  regional  solid  waste  district 
activities. 

Community  planning  assistance  continues  to  dominate  our  staff  resources.  New  state 
mandates  and  rapid  residential  and  commercial  growth  throughout  the  region  placed  an 
increasing  burden  on  local  planning  and  zoning  boards  in  1988.  Regional  workshops,  technical 
bulletins  and  newsletters,  ordinance  review  and  update,  as  well  as  review  of  specific  subdivision 
and  site  plan  applications  are  a  sampling  of  the  myriad  services  performed  this  year  for 
our  membership.  The  Council  also  co-sponsored  the  popular  Municipal  Law  Lecture  Series 
which  reviewed  new  case  law  and  other  specific  areas  of  legal  interest  to  local  officials. 

In  addition,  grant  writing  and  grant  administration  continue  as  important  components 
of  the  Council's  work  program.  Currently,  NCC  staff  members  are  working  in  twelve  towns 
administering  fifteen  Community  Development  Block  Grant  programs.  These  projects  include 
feasibility  studies  for  local  infrastructure  needs,  water  and  sewer  construction  projects  and 
targeted  housing  rehabilitation  programs  for  income  eligible  residents. 

In  summary,  it  is  important  to  understand  that  the  North  Country  Council  is  organized 
and  administered  for  the  benefit  of  its  constituents,  local  town  governments.  Our  future 
success  is,  in  large  part,  contingent  upon  your  participation  in  Council  activities.  We  rely 
on  and  appreciate  involvement  of  town  officials  and  residents  and  look  forward  to  assisting 
your  town  this  coming  year. 
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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

At  the  1988  Town  Meeting  the  selectmen  asked  all  those  townspeople  interested  in 
conservation  to  add  their  names  to  a  list.  This  was  the  beginning  of  our  conservation 
commission.  Subsequent  to  that  Town  Meeting  we  discovered  that  some  years  ago,  Easton 
voted  its  conservation  commission  out  because  of  its  inactivity.  We  have  spent  the  last  year 
laying  the  groundwork  for  once  again  becoming  an  active  conservation  commission  and  at 
the  1989  Town  Meeting  an  article  will  appear  on  the  Town  Warrant  to  reestablish  the  Easton 
Conservation  Commission. 

We  have  been  meeting  monthly  (sometimes  more  often)  and  have  been  working  on  a  variety 
of  things  such  as  a  natural  resource  inventory  for  the  town;  mapping  those  natural  resources; 
researching  such  things  as  endangered  plants,  wildlife  habitats,  aquifers,  wetlands,  etc.; 
gathering  resource  materials;  and  educating  ourselves  through  workshops.  The  bulk  of  our 
time  has  been  spent  on  the  Trust  for  New  Hampshire  Lands'  Land  Conservation  Investment 
Program  (LCIP).  Our  group  became  the  local  task  force  for  the  LCIP.  In  the  fall  we  organized 
a  well-attended  public  informational  meeting  to  introduce  townspeople  to  the  LCIP  and  to 
seek  out  participants.  Currently,  we  are  working  to  put  together  a  project  to  submit  to  the 
THNL  this  spring  to  help  protect  conservation  land  here  in  Easton. 

Our  hope  is  to  establish  an  active  conservation  commission  to  provide  a  focal  point  for 
environmental  concerns.
